The failure of .congress to bestow 
this important favor on tho whiiky men 
has proved embarrassing to them, as very 
many of them borrowed money in largo 
sums with the expectation that congress 
would extend the time in which tho tax 
should be paid.

The pro- 
duction has been enormous during the 
past two or throe years, more than the 
demand required, and as thore is no mar- 
ket for much of it, tho only way for them 
out of the difficulty is to induce the banks 
to continue their favors and extend their 
paper. If it could be shipped to Oanada; 
and there abide the coming of the demo- 
cratic congress, that body would never 
permit the whisky interest to come to 
grief.

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


The bill for the bettor protection of 


game in this state, prohibiting the shoot- 
ing, catching, killing or molesting of tho 
same for a period of three years, came up 
in the senate Thursday morning for con- 
currence, and was indefinitely postponed.

reached this interesting stato, the bill 
was indefinitely postponed. 


The interest bill has passed both houses.

for parties to contract for the payment 
and receipt of a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding ?10 on $100, as aforesaid, in 
which case such rate exceeding SO on 
S100, shall be clearly expressed in writ- 
ing. 


This is noc a victory for the friends of 


tho bill, as the only change is in de- 
creasing the minimum legal rate from 7 
to 6 per cent.

A prominent element in "Comniodoro 


Vanderbilt's success is said to have1 been 
his doing one thing at a time. . So long 
-as'he'was engaged in the steamboat line 
it -\vas steamboats and nothing else; and 
when he'went into railroads all the 
steamers were sold, except one, find that 
being unsalable, was presented to the' 
Government. 


It is the concentration of energy and 


attention upon a given object which 
gives us the mastery o£ it. -.Many .people 
fail because they are .always ready to 
take hold o£ somo other thing before the 
work'which they have in hand is half 
doun. It-is better to do one thing thor- 
oughly than a- dozen things imperfectly. 
\V"o may have too many irons in the fire 
a tone1 time—more than we can handle 
with impunity.- "A bit hero and a bit 
there" is the rule with some persons, and 
the result is that they do nothing but 
slipshod work'. 


They may appear to be exceedingly 


busy sis they jump about with goat-like 
tilncrity from one 
thing to another, 


but they accomplish .little, because they 
do1 not-really finish anything. The secret 
of success lies very much m continuous' 
action, Trving to do too many things at 
once is fatal to- this. If I were a me- 
chanic, I would be. careful never to en- 
gage to do half a dozen jobs in one day,- 
wllen I ought to know that there will be 
only just time enough to do one 'job 
properly. If I were a plumber, I_ would 
not promise to be in hall a dozen different 
houses at the same hour. 
If I. were, an 


operator in stocks, I would not spread 
myself over too wide a surface. .If'I 
were a writer of books, I would always 
finish 'one volume before -beginning- an- 
other. AVhat a terrible muddle an editor 
of a great paper would make of the con- 
cern if. he should undertake to furnish 
matter for all departments out of his 
own head! Division of-labor is the order 
of the day, and in the department of 


• mechanics if a man does'one thing well, 
'this is all that is expected of him. 
. It .does.not follow, however, that in 
the higher occupations of life a man 
should always confine himself to one 
thing. While ie is doing any one thing, 
let him give his undivided attention to 
it; but a little variety of employment is 
not inconsistent with thoroughness. A 
German scholar is said to have expressed- 
his regret, on his dying bed, that he had 
devoted hia life "to the , study of two 
Greek particles, when it would have 
been the wisest course for him to have 
confined his -studies to only one. 
Ho. 


must have been rather a dry sort of 
man. One may be at the same time a 
poet, philosopher and historian; he may 
excel both as a painter and a sculptor; 
but ho cannot work with the brush in.

There is.nothing; which more seriously 


.impairs.the tone-of the mind than desul- 
tory reading—the careless dipping.into 
OLC book after iinothcr,-and never dwell- 
ing long enough anywhere to find out 
what the author means. A gifted per- 
.son, like Macaulay, may be able to skim 
a boot and get all tho cream, and' then 
retain, it.for, use—taking in a whole page 
at a glance; but most people, if they; 
would hope to profit by reading, must be , 
willing to walk slowly when such a man ' 
runs. 


In any pursuit, if we only keep on ' 


doing, a'nd do not allow one thing to_lap 
over another, so as to_ make confusion, 
wo shall come out" right cnougH in the 
end. The tortoise won the- race because, 
although he -was deliberate, ho kept 
straight 011.,,. The hare lost it because of 
his friskincss.. Every brick in .a great 
edifice has to be laid singly. Every 
thread in a- garment must be spun on its 
own spindle. -Every letter, and space, 
and stop must be placed in the stick by. 
itself. 


Great results come_of doing one thing- 


at a time. Chaos sometimes comes when' 
we try to do more. 


There is an essential distinction be-_ 


t-'veen work and play, and it is not easy 
to do both at- the same time. One tiling 
at a time. 
When wo work, we should 


work; and when we play we should play.' 
Work becomes wearisome when it is con-, 
tinued too long, and play ceases to be 
play when one docs, nothing else. ..We 
'read of people who divide-the day .into 
.sections, appropriating so many lypurs to 
.work, and so many into recrc'.'Ltip'n.'.and 
!so many to their meals, aud so many to 
sleep. They live by rule. This is not al- 
ways practicable, and it is not always de- 
sirable. If one gets fairly to work, and 
feels like it, it may bo well to keep on 
until the task is accomplished, without 
regard to the striking of the clock. When 
the steam is fairly up it is wise to take 
advantage of the fact, for in certain 
moods we can accomplish more iu an 
hour than we could in half a day when 
the action of the mind is slow, Aa long 
as the iron is hot we had better keep on 
striking. A man may live by rule with-.- 
out allowing himself to become a-victim 
to rule. 
: Some people mitsl live by rule, and are 
obliged to do only one thing at a time, 
whatever their'preferenccs may be. The 
operative in a mill has no choice of hours 
or occupation; when -the bell strikes ho 
must be in his place, and remain there 
until "the clock tolls' the hour for retir- 
ing;" and ho must do just what the ma- 
chine requires him to do. But most per- 
sons have some liberty of choice, and i£ 
they do things helter-skelter they must 
take the consequences. It is a very poor 
way of doing -things, and generally re- 
sults in zero, which in the Italian means 
naught,'and'in the Arabic is marked by 
a dot, which is equivalent to nothing. 
"One thing at a time!" young man, if 
you would hope to succeed, and if possi- 
ble, let that be something worth while.
